Fraricisco, Oakland and San Jose Rail- 
road is $2,225,000. 
The assessment 


.last year was a little less than $3,- 
000,000, while this year it is in excess 
of $5,000,000. This means that 
the 


taxes of the Realty Syndicate will be 
increased by more than 5100,000, in- 
cluding- their tax to the city of Oak- 
land. 


Hitherto Assessor Dalton has been 


handicapped in placing a 
valuation 


•upon the holdings of

Syndicate, because unable to secure 
definite information from the officials 
of the corporation. 
This year, how- 


ever, his work has been made easy 
by a statement issued by the Oakland 
.Traction Consolidated for the purpose 
of selling its bond issue of S7,000,000.

The following Is a petition prepared 


and being circulated by John A. San- 
born: 


"To the Honorable, the Oakland City 


Council and 
Committee 
thereof 
on 


Street Railroads: 


"Gentlemen: We, the undersigned, 


residents of the district lying outside 
ot-the city limits of Oakland and de- 
pending for street railway transporta- 
tion on the car lines operated along 
East Fourteenth street through East 
Oakland, represent to your honorable 
body and respectfully show: 


"First—That the district In which 


we reside is in the direct line of Oak- 
land's growth in its natural easterly 
direction. That our district is one of. 
great attractions to the home-builder 
and pleasure-seeker. That it has a 
population of almost fifteen thousand 


-people and has resources worth many 
millions of dollars. That it is rapid- 
ly building -up and is steadily forging 
ahead. That for natural v, ealth 
and 


beauty, richness of soil and fine cli- 
mate, It la unequalled anywhere. That 
It Is embarrassed for want of a proper 
street-car service, and that the 
re- 
construction of its system of street 
railroads will be impossible until the 
line thereof is straightened out. 
"That East Fourteenth street Is the 
main artery of travel through

Oakland, from Oakland to Fruitvale, 
Elmhurst,- San Leandro, San Lorenzo, 
Haywards and points Intermediate and 
farther distant, making it the most

thoroughfare 


through Alameda county and part of

PROPER STREET. 


"Second—That 
East 
Fourteenth 
street is straight, and, with the ex-

In that city 
the highest priced residence property Is 
on Pacific avenue and much of it is 
worth one thousand dollars a front foot. 
A Fruitvale man paid that price for 
some recently.

"Grand avenue, in San Francisco, has 


become the 
choicest 
shopping district 


This is largely because It has no car line 
to Interfere with 
teams 
and delivery,

on foot, especially ladies and children 
desirous of crossing from one side of 
the street to the other. 


PUBLIC BENEFIT. - 


"Tenth—We believe the dedication' to 


the public of certain property for street 
purposes, in the event of the proposed 
franchise being granted, will result in 
public benefit and no detriment. 


""We believe that the grant of privilege 


to carry rock and other materials re- 
quired in the reconstruction and repair 
of the car lines is both- necessary add 
proper. 


"We believe that no privileges or rights 


vrill vest upon the granting of this fran- 
chise other than those specified in the 
ordinance granting the franchise and In 
the laws and statutes now in force.

The 'Premier 'considered that it would 
be a grave evil if the tenure of,.the min- 
isters was made dependent on such votes 
as that of Thursday. He hoped the prac- 
tice would neyer . prevail, of allowing a 
Government, united in itself and pos- 
sessing the confidence of the majority of 
the House,' to abandon its post in con- 
sequence of having6 such a.vote.

VICTORIA, B. C., July .%(.— One of 


the points raised by G-eorge' D. Collins. 
the lawyer, whose extradition to Cali- 
fornia is sought before Judge Lamp- 
man, was disposed of "today, 
when 


Judge Dampman read a telegram he 
had received from the Canadian Sec- 
retary o£. State, which said the extra- 
dition act of 1889 (which omitted the 
offense of perjury) 
had 
never been 


proclaimed and -is therefore not a law. 


Collins then fell back .upon his con- 


tention that- the extradition 
act 
of 


1386 (under which his extradition is 
being sought) transcended the . Ash- 
burton treaty, on which it was based 
when it included perjury in its list of 
extraditable offenses, perjury was not 
mentioned 
in 
the 
schedule of the 
treaty. In consequence he held it had 
been made void so far as the offense 
of perjury was concerned. Collins also 
contended that Canada had no power 
:o go beyond the scope of a. treaty 
and its extradition act must conform 
entirely to the laws of England. He 
also brought forward 
a 
number of 


minor technicalities. 
Frank Higglns, for the 
prosecution, 


charged 
Collins 
with 
misleading the 


court and suppressing facts. 
He had 


suppressed all mention 
of the British 


North American act, which was practi- 
cally the Canada constitution and gave 
Canada power to legislate or make ex- 
tradition acts. 
The extradition act of 


1SS6 had' its authority from the British 
North America 
act 
and an order in 


court was not necessary, as Collins con- 
tended, bringing the act into force. The 
question of the validity of the act had 
been raised before, despite the fact that 
Collins held otherwise, in the Gaynor- 
Greerie case, and it had been held valid. 
Coiliris in reply said he had not at- 
tempted to mislead. 
The British North 


America act was not sufficient, -he held, 
for an extradition act- 
Nothing but a 


treaty could give effect to it. A treaty 
was tho sole source of authority, and an 
extradition act 
-which 
transcended 
a 


treaty such as that of 1886. which did 
not Include perjury., was nuH and void, 
and a, void act could not be ratified. He 
also hdd that the: alleged perjury at 
San Francisco would -not constitute a 
crime in Canada.

Intelligence of the ap- 
proaching death of Mr. Lamont was sent 
earlier in the evening to Dr. Joseph D. 
Bryant of New York, a lifelong friend of 
Mr. Lamont. and summoning the phy- 
sician to Millbrook. Dr. Bryant had been 
called out of town for the night, how- 
ever, and could not be reached by Mrs. 
Bryant, who later received a second mes- 
sage announcing Mr. Lamont's death. 
Mr. Lamont was vice president of the 
Northern Pacific Bailroad and a din_;tor 
and trustees In many railroad and finan- 
cial corpor-> tions.

Daniel Scott Lamont was born at Mc- 
Grawvllle, Courtland county, N. Y-, on 
February 19. 1851. He came of Scotch- 
Irish ancestry, who emigrated to this 
country and became farmers. His father 
was successful and tbe boy, after study- 
ing at the normal college of his home 
town, was sent to Union College, Sche- 
nectady, but did not graduate. He left 
college to take up newspaper work, for 
which ho had both an Inclination and 
talent. He purchased an Interest in the 
Democrat, a paper published in the 
county seat of Cortland county, and be- 
came Its editor, at the same time inter- 
esting himself in politics. 
In 1870 he was appointed engrossing 
Clerk of tbe New York State Assembly 
and was chief clerk in the office of the 
Secretary of State with John BIgelow. 
For a time he held a position on the staff 
of the Albany Argus and he thus became 
well known to many of the most In- 
fluential politicians of the State. 
When Grover Cleveland was elected 
Governor of New York hs met young 
Lamont, and having had occasion to use 
his knowledge and ability In the prepar- 
ation of his first message, offered him an

honorary position on his military staff, 
which gave him the title of coionel. 
Governor Cleveland next appointed Mr. 
Lamont his private secretary, in which 
-•osltion the latter made himself so useful 
at when Mr. Cleveland became Presi- 
dent he took Mr. Lament with him to the 
White House. 
At the beginning of the second Cleve- 
land, administration, in March, 1393, La- 
mont was appointed Secretary of War, 
giving up extensive interests to serve in 
that position. At the request of William 
C. Whitney he had gone into the Metro- 
politan Traction Company in 1889. He 
served through the second Cleveland ad- 
ministration as head o! the War Depart- 
ment 
Mr. Lamont married Miss Julia Kenney 
of Courtland, N. Y., in 1874. Three chil- 
dren were born of the onion.

The Hypocrites and Man's Victim. 


The newspapers are moralizing with more or less callous hypo- 


crisy over the sad end of a young San Jose girl, who died a few days 
ago in excruciating agony amid squalid surroundings. 
The circum- 


stances of the case are sad. enough, heaven knows, and its lessons 
should be apparent to the dullest understanding.' But how many of 
those who moralized over it have done so in a spirit of candor? This 
poor girl was tempted to her fall. The. young man who betrayed her 
ran away and left his victim to bear the shame and reproach of their 
joint misdoing. It is easy to say she should not'have sinned. 
Let 


him who has remained stainless cast the first stone. It is easy to 
descant upon the folly of placing herself in the hands of murderous 
quacks in the hope of preserving her good name. Society is merciless. 
It hunts down and destroys without mercy or remorse those who 
violate its canons by allowing themselves to be found out. Many a 
'skirt that would be pulled away in scorn and disdain from the dis- 
covered Magdalen would not bear examination, yet society shrugs its 
shoulders cynically and with good humor countenances that which it 
is morally convinced is corrupt but which has escaped open exposure, 
while it punishes with the severity of a primitive savage-a first fault 
due to the trustfulness and unsophistocation of youth.; Society is a 
great humbug—a big, cowardly, cruel hpocrite. The story of Dean 
Maitland illustrates it. It has no ethics, no sense of justice, no power 
of'discrimination, no true standard of right and wrong. 
It is without 


charity, mercy or the courage to vindicate the .truth for the truth s 
sake.

up. Possibly the trouble was due to mere 'dilatoriness or the slow 
processes of a service altogether too leisurely in method. At any 
rate the neglect to take prompt heed of a condition necessarily dan- 
gerous is responsible for a frightful accident, which has cost the 
lives of at least seventy-five gallant officers and seamen. 
Somebody 


ought to be punished for this—if the blame can be definitely located. 
At all events a prompter and more vigorous way of dealing with such 
cases will result. Commander Young is deserving of deep sympathy. 
Through no fault of his own a cloud, has fallen on the record of one 
of the: bravest officers in the navy, for any accident of this character 
inevitably interferes 'with' an officer's advancement. - It is always re-

The object of the proposed congress is to plan a campaign that will 
have for its chief aim the exploitation of the foreign markets. Mr. 
Metcalf is convinced that the"~American captains of industry have 
been so busy multiplying their fortunes at home that they have failed 
to advise themselves as to the vast opportunity abroad. 


The chief, service of the department of commerce, Mr. Metcalf 


explained in an interview for the Booklovers Magazine, is to. .furnish 
the business world of the United States with information. That, he 
said, was being done, yet the American manufacturer, as a rule, re- 
mained indifferent. The secretary of commerce is therefore arrang- 
ing for a national convention, at which methods will be discussed and 
plans formulated for an actual American trade invasion of foreign 
countries.

Mr. Metcalf would like to impress upon the business ,men of this- 


country that the exports of manufactured goods to distant countries 
are really very small. He stated that the department of commerce 
is constantly in receipt of official information from all narts of the 
•world complaining that Americans are losing opportunities because 
manufacturers neglected to give /intelligent attention to the proper 
methods of packing goods for trans-shipment. Stoves, for example, 
Mr. Metcalf pointed out, would arrive in a distant port," and^ when 
finally delivered to the purchaser, lids arid doors would-be missing; 
and as these could not be replaced the stove would not only be worth- 
less, but would be a standing, warning against further transactions.—
